suffering, h ard sh ip s and financial 
losses he had sustained and th a t 
he w ould endeavor to m e rit any 
prom otions they

upon him by his “assiduity to the 
service.” 
His journey 
across 
M issouri, 
w hile it can not be follow ed w ith 
accuracy, is interesting and im ­ 
po rtan t. 
Du T isne 
crossed

M ississippi riv er at K askaskia, a 
F rench settlem ent 
on

p resen t site of S ainte G enevieve. 
H e then trav eled up th e valley of 
S aline creek to a point n ea r th e 
p resen t tow ns of

p resent St. Francois, W ashington 
and C raw ford counties. 
T his reg ­

D u T isne succeeded in estab ­ 
lishing peaceful relations w ith the 
Osages, trad ed for som e 
horses,

A WORLD CRUISE 


By W. R. Lonce 


Detraining at six o’clock in the 
morning, we begin a march of a 
half mile or more to the famous 
Victory Gate of Fatephur Sikri, 
the deserted city. While inside the 
walls, we are treated to the sight 
of a beautiful sunrise. 
By climb­ 
ing a steep stone stairway, about 
75 feet high, we reach the gate, 
which stands 186 feet above this 
elevation. 
This gate is 
studded 
with horseshoes. 
But we are left 
in doubt whether hte horseshoes 
are placed here for good luck, or 
for some other purpose. Over the 
main arch, the following inscrip­ 
tion appears in Persian script: 
"Said Jesus, on whom be peace, 
The world is a bridge; pass over 
it but build no house upon it. He 
who hopeth for an hour may hope 
for eternity. The world is but an 
hour, spend it in 
devotion, 
the 
rest is unseen.” 
Fatehpur Sikri was not built as 
a city for the populace to reside 
in, but as the capital of Akbar, 
the third of the six emperors of 
the dynasty of 
Moghul 
rulers. 
Akbar’s grandfather, Babar, won 
a great victory here over 
Ran a 
Sangram Singh, in 1537 A. D. 
Authentic 
history 
says 
that 
Akbar had one great sorrow—all 
his children had died in infancy, 
and it was his chief ambition to 
have a son to succeed 
him. 
In 
1569 Akbar paid a visit to Sheikh 
Salim 
Christi 
a 
Mohammedan 
hermit, ninety years 
old, 
who 
lived in a cave here at the village 
of Sikri. The learned Skeikh was 
a pious and spiritually gifted man 
and was well 
known 
for 
his 
many penanoes. 
The Skeikh told 
Akbar that his prayers for a son 
would be answered on two condi­ 
tions—His wife must come to the 
hermit’s cave to give birth to the 
child, and Akbar must dedicate 
him to the service of the Sheikh. 
Akbar assented,, and in due time 
a son was bom. Overjoyed at the 
realization of his 
fondest 
hope 
Akbar resolved to build his cap­ 
ital on the spot. 
The son whom 
he named “Jahangir,” became the 
father of Shah Jehan, builder of 
the Taj Mahal. 
Akbar immediately began 
the 
construction of 
Fatehpur 
Sikri. 
Legend says that after it was con­ 
structed the Sheikh 
complained 
that the noises of the city disturb­ 
ed him, and to save him the trou­ 
ble of hunting a new cave, Akbar 
moved his capital to Agra, about 
25 miles away. 
But this legend 
is denied, and some say that the 
city was abandoned because the 
water supply was unsatisfactory. 
However, it appears that the rea­ 
son is not definitely known. The 
fact remains that this city, built 
at tremendous cost, is now with­ 
out an inhabitant. 
The British government 
made 
it a national monument 
and 
is 
preserving it with 
care. 
It 
is 
clean and bright, and the 
many 


structures appear to be in as good 
condition as the day they 
were 
built. 
This ancient capital is 
six 
or 
seven 
miles 
in 
circumference. 
Great walls of red sand stone are 
on three sides. 
On the 
fourth 
side Akbar built an artificial lake 
which protected the 
city 
from 
surprise attacks, but which is now 
dried up and filled in. 
The form­ 
idable walls are about fifty feet 
high, and remarkably well pre­ 
served. 
We enter upon a 
large 
court 
paved with hewn stone. Near the 
north side is the gorgeous tomb of 
Sheikh Salim Chrishti, about fifty 
feet square. 
Exquisitely carved 
marble 
columns 
support 
the 
dome, and inside 
the 
columns 
there is a superb marble grill. On 
the west side of the court is the 
geat mosque, measuring 542 feet 
east and west and 438 feet north 
and south. 
Worshippers in 
this 
temple and 
other 
mosques 
in 
India face 
the 
west, 
because 
Mecca is west of India. 
The Panch Mahal is a beautiful 
structure of five 
stories, 
which 
decrease in size toward the top. 
It is surmounted by a picturesque 
kiosk, covered 
throughout 
with 
ornamental parapets and 
ingen­ 
iously 
carved 
columns. 
The 
palatial quarters of Akbar’s wives 
Miriam and Jodhbai, are amazing 
examples of 
what 
an 
oriental 
despot could do for his 
favored 
spouses. 
Miriam was 
the 
mother 
of 
Jahangir, who was born in 1570. 
Her palace was 
called 
Sunehra 
Mahal or Golden Palace, from the 
number of golden paintings on its 
walls. 
Frescoes on the walls rep­ 
resent angels, the fall of Adam, 
and the annunciation. 
I t is said 
that the Hindu artists of 
Fateh­ 
pur Sikri had a great fascination 
for Biblical events. 
The Khwab-gah 
was 
Akbar’s 
bed room or “house of dreams. 
It has beautiful screens of inter­ 
laced marble work. Persian rhy­ 
mes on the walls stress the beau­ 
ty and sublimity of the spot. It was 
originally ornamented in gold and 
ultramarine, but these ornaments 
disappeared. 
They were patially 
restored in 1905 by Lord Curzon 
before the visit of Pince George 
and Princess Mary.

Arriving at the imposing rail­ 
road station at 
Agra 
we 
cross 
numerous tracks on an overpass 
and find automobiles 
ready

200,000, but if there is a sidewalk 
in St I failed to see it. 
There is 
a narrow strip of pavement in the 
center of the principal streets, but 
that is all. 
Brick fences capped 
with concrete line the streets. 
Buildings are far apart and the 
city covers a large area. Groves 
of trees stand between not only 
residences but public 
buildings. 
It is a long drive from the rail­ 
road station to Hotel Cecil, where 
my group had lunch. While driv­ 
ing through a district which 
ap­ 
pears to be an outlying suburb 
we pass a large building with the 
British flag in front of it. 
Upon 
making inquiry we learn that it is 
the general post office. Other pub­ 
lic buildings might be taken for 
suburban school houses. Some of

Cecil, stand in groves back away 
from the street, out of sight. On 
this drive we get our first view 
of the world-famous Taj Mahal. 
As seen through the 
trees, 
its

From this distance they seem to 
rest on air. It looks more like a 
celestial structure, a “house not 
made with hands.” 
Agra stands on the right bank 
of the sacred River Jumma, and 
is divided 
into

Muhallas. 
Formerly the whole city was en­ 
closed within walls with 16 gates. 
Delhi Gate, the moSOnagniftcent 
of these structures, stqlfstands. In

A hundred years ago one of the 
most remarkable human 
migra­ 
tions in the world’s 
history 
was 
taking place—the Great Trek of 
the Boers from 1835 to 1840. Men 
with patriarchal beards and hewn 
brown faces, were leading great 
wagon trains out across a mighty 
plain in South Africa, 
a 
plain 
called the veldt, 
covered 
with 
high grass which sheltered sav­ 
age animals, and 
studded 
with 
flat-topped 
mimosa 
and

trees. 
That veldt was unexplor­ 
ed. 
What lay within it was to­ 
tally unknown to the 
voortrek- 
kers, but there they went, 
with 
their families and the herds, car­ 
rying their great hunting rifles, 
defying ferocious beasts and still 
more 
ferocious 
natives, 
in 
a 
search for a promised land which 
should mean for them freedom 
from the dominion of Britain. 
The South African Boers were 
and are a unique people. Descend­ 
ed from the original Dutch colon­ 
ists established by the Dutch East 
Indian company in 
its 
heyday, 
about 1652. they received a strong 
infusion of Huguenot blood from 
the south of France, during 
the 
exodus of that virile people 
fol­ 
lowing the edict of Nantes in 1685.

Dutch names, but the

erlands. 
In the years when 
the 
Dutch 
East Indian 
company 
was 
the 
most aggressive organization 
on 
the seas, the Cape colony was 
a 
half-way station between Europe 
and India. 
After the decline of 
the naval power of Holland and 
the rise of British might the col­ 
onists were all but forgotten. Be­ 
ing of a singularly tenacious, in­ 
dustrious and resourceful nature, 
they developed their own distinct 
type of civilization. 
In their isol­ 
ation 
their 
customs 
became 
quaint. 
Their 
religion—which 
adhered to the strictest tenets of 
John Calvin—grew narrow. They 
were imbued with a self-reliance 
and love of freedom which rarely 
have been equaled. 
From the year 1707 for almost 
a century there was no 
emigra­ 
tion from Europe to South Africa, 
but in 1795 the British took pos­ 
session of Capetown 
and 
from 
that time forward a new 
phase 
began for the Boers. 
Many customs and traits of the 
colonists did not 
coincide 
with 
the British view-. 
For one thing, 
the Boers were slaveholders. They 
viewed the natives about 
them 
with the utmost 
contempt; 
and 
one of them told David 
Living­ 
stone, the 
missionary, 
in 
later 
years, that he might as well try 
to teach baboons as to 
instruct 
the Kaffirs and Zulus. 
A pastoral 
and hunting people, their form of 
life was somewhat similar to that 
of the South before the Civil war 
when manual labor was 
looked 
upon as unbecoming to a gentle­ 
man. 
Slave labor was essential, 
and the Boers were 
unhampered 
by compunctions in seizing slaves. 
Their plan of operation was des­ 
cribed by Dr. Livingstone: 
One or two friendly tribes are 
forced to accompany a 
party 
of 
mounted Boers, and these expedi­ 
tions can be got up only in winter, 
when horses may be used without 
danger of disease (occasioned by 
the tse-tse fly). 
When they reach 
a tribe to be attacked, the friend­ 
ly natives are ranged in front of 
them, to form, as they 
say 
“a 
shield.’’ 
The Boers then

fire over their heads, till the de­
